The Jews Weddings were kept in the Night; the 
Bride ſtays at home ; the Bridegroom goes to fetch 
the Bride; then the Bride-maids go forth to meet 
him ; and it being in the Night, they have lighted 
Lamps in their Hands; and ſo go in-wath him to 
the Marriage-Fe&aſt., The Bridegroow is Jeſus 
Chriſt ; the Bride is.the Church of God : What is 


-that ? Why, you'l ſay, all the true-hearted People 


of God. It is true, all God's People are the 
Church :.
